TOLD BY BOAT SUBGEON 





Says Torpedo Boat Crushed 
Launch Bearing the Peace 
Treaty. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 30.—The at- 
tempt to murder the peace delegates 
and destroy the treaty between Japan 
and Russia, which was drawn up by the‘ 
plenipotentiaries in Portsmouth and was 
being sent to the Mikado, was witnessed 
by officers and passengers on board the 
Dakota the night of her arrival! in 
Yokohama. 

Dr. BL ampere Lopp, surgeon of the Da- 
kota in speaking of the incident said: 

“The whole thing happened the night 
of cur arrival in Yokohama. We were 
lying in Mississippi Bay just outside of 
the breakwuter. All the torpedo boats 
and wer vessels which escorted the 
peace commission were drawn up in a4 
long iines The launch containing the 
delegation and the treaty left the war- 
ship and started for the landing. ud- 
denly one of the torpedo boats anckhgred 
near the end of the line of battleships, 
slipped her cable ahd started for the 
launch. They made for her at a right- 
angle course. The people on the launch 
saw the torpedo boat leave the line of 
crafts and they knew what was coming. 
The launch was slow, but the torpedo 
boat rushed on like a shot from a can- 
non. 

‘In a mirnufée she struck the launch, 
cutting her completely in two. She raced 
on ‘nto the darkness. We could see the 
men struggling in the water @nd clinging 
to the pieces of the ‘wrecked boat. 
Launches from the battléships were at 
once sent to their rescue an saved all 
but one. The treaty was also saved.’

Report Saturday Expected to 
Recommend Sweeping 
Changes. 
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FINDS TOO MUCH POLITICS 





Indictments Not Likely Due to! 
Lack of Evidence in Spe- 
cific Cases. 


The October grand jury, which has 
been in session for two: months. has 
practically completed its work and Sat- 
ufday morning will present its report 
to Judge Reynolds. No work was done 
Thursday, the examination of witnesses 
being completed Wednesday. 

The principal. part of the report will 
deal with the Police and Detective De- 
partments and it is expected that both 
will be condemned in strong terms. The 
grand jury has devoted much attention 
to charges of graft, laxity, inefficiency 
and politics ——- policemen and detec- 
tives. . 

It is not believed that indictments will 
be found against any officials of the 
Police cr Detective Departnfents. But 
it is known that the grand jury found 
much difficulty in getting evidence 
against accused policemen. Witnesses 
summoned testified with the greatest 
reluctance and manifested an unwilling- 
ness to talk that was regarded as im- 
portant. 

Found Much Amiss. 

Although evidence obtained ‘showed 
clearly that things are_amiss in. the 
departments, no direct charges in spe- 
cific cases could be substantiated. 

The murder of Fred Scheel, which oc- 
curred a year ago, Was apparently a 
mystery too deep for the police and de- 
tectives to solve. No arrests were made 
until the present grand jury indicted 
William Giebe for the-crime’ and thus 
caused his arrest. 

The grand jury is expected to recom- 
mend sweeping changes in the Police 
and Detective Departments and to 
strongly condemn the present. methods.

Explosion in Standard’s Ware- 
house Tears Down Walls 
of Building. 


KANSAS CITY, Kan., Nov. 3®. — The 
warehouse of the Standard Oil Co. at 
Kansas avenue and Baird street, Ar- 
mourdale, Kan., was destroyed by fire 
today, causing a loss of $175,00. Ten 
thousand gallons of kerosene and gaso- 
line oil, and large quantities of oil pro- 
ducts stored in the bu:lding were con- 
sumed. 

An explosion of the oils tore down the 
wails of the building, making the de- 
struction complete. Eighteen’ large stor- 
age tanks, 200 feet from the warehouse, 
were saved. This was the Standard 
company's principal warehouse west of 
Whiting, Ind. It was not fnsured.

Jefferson City Youth- -Tells

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 30.—A 
young man named Hugh Herple made 
public this morning a story that may 
throw some light an the prison break 
last’ Friday, “and upon the movements | 
of Harry Spencer; the young ‘ex-con- 
vict who smuggled the munitions of 
war into the stockade. 

Herple’s story is that about half an 
hour after the break at the prison 
Friday he was held “up “on the St. 
Louis road, near the Fay brick works, 
a mile east of the prison. by a young 
man whom he says answered fairly 
well the description of Spencer. 

He piaced a pistol at Herple’s head 
and told him to give up what he had. 
Herple had on his person only a 
pocket knife. The fellow took that 


and told Herple that if he said any- 
nine about the hoeiduy he would kill 











Herple did not say anything about 
the holdup until today. Then he told 
a friend, who told some of the officers. 
The theory is that Spencer was in 
COuCea Iman: in one of the ravines 
of the prison, waiting for 
and his comrades to join 
After hearing the explosion and 
sound of the pursuit. he con- 
eluded that it was time for him to de- 
camp, and heid up herple in the hope 
ithat he might secure some money. 

Herple says that he supposed Spen- 
cer disappeared in the woods in an 
eastward direction. 

This is the only evidence that Spens 
eer, lingered in the vicinity of the 
trison after delivering the arms to 
the stockade, in accordance with his 
agreement with Vuughn, Wednesday 
night. 

Farmers living in the vicinity of the 
Moreau Bridge, which, according to 
the confession of Ryan, the convicts 
planned to blow up, say that they no- 
ticed several times Friday morning a 
well-dressed young man examining 
the bridge.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 3.—The rate 
regulation measure prepared by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has been 
completed and sent to the Senate com- 
mittee. 

The commission bill has already been 
branded as the administration measure, 
although ft is not definitely known that 
the President gives it his unqualified 
approval. It is along the lines recom- 
mended by the President, but goes fur- 
ther In come respects than his sugges- 
tions. 

After the bill was shown to the Presi- 
dent last Monday some changes were 
made and this fact creates the impres- 
sion that the President is entirely satis- 
fied with its provisions. 

The bil goes further than the Presi- 
dent in that it gives the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission power to make min- 
imum as well as maximum rates, thus} 
preventing discriminations against local- 
it'es, and authorizing the commission to 
institute inquiries upon its own volition 
without previous complaints having 
been filed. The President asked for 
power to fix maximum rates and to 
conduct inquiries after complaints were 
made... 

The new bill covers 27 typewritten 
pages. It was read to the committee 
and will be printed for distribution. 

The committee members present were 
Senators Elkins, Foraker, Dolliver, 
Keane, Newlands and Foster of Louis- 
jana. 

The bill will be taken up by the com- 
mittee Friday afternoon. A member of 
the committee, who carefully examined 
the bill, indicates its chief features -as 
follows: ‘ 

Charges Must Be Published. 


Proposition 1. To define the word 
transportation as used in the bill so as 
to include all instrumentalities em- 
ployed by carriers, including elevators, 
terminals, cars, whether owned by the 
carrier or other parties, for refrigerat- 
ing, ventilating or other purposes and to 
require the carriers to furnish = such 
transportation on reasorable request 
from the shipper, publishing the total 
charges for such transportation as now 
required by law. 

2. It makes the through or joint rate, 
where goods are shipped from one part 
of the United States to another or a for- 
eign country subject to the control of 
the interstate commerce law, and en- 
forces this provision by making the-mer- 
chandise which is handled through a 
foreign country from a point in «the 
United States and delivered within the 
United States subject to customs duties 
at the frontier, unless the through rate 
is filed with Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and published as by iaw re- 
quired. 

3. It authorizes ihe commission, 
through inspectors appointed by them, 
to examine the accounts of railroads so 
far as they relate to interstate com- 
merece, forbids the keeping of any other 
books or accounts except those pre- 
scribed by the commission and requires 
the roads to make a greater variety of 
reports as to their organization, busi- 
ness, agreements, ctc. 


4. It gives to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the power, where rates anid 
practices of railways are complained of 
by individuals or corporations, including 
other carriers or trade organizations, or 
municipal corporations, as unjust or un- 
reasonably discriminatory to determine 
upon fuil hearing what a juSt and reas- 
onable rate or practice is, which shall 
take the place of rate practice con- 
demned by the commission and-in dis- 
charging this duty the commission is 
given power— 

‘a’ To fix a maximum rate. 

‘D” To fix a differential and to pre- 
scribe beth a maximum and minimum 
rate to enforce the same when that may 
be necessary to prevent discriminations 
forbidden by the third section, but not 
otherwise, 

“e’’ To change the classification of 
any article, 

The biil also gives the commission 
power, in case it fixes a point rate and 
the carriers interested are not able tv 
agree on its apportionment, to make a 
Supplemental order apportioning the 
same. 

A similar power is given to establish 
through rates and joint rates and to fix 
the terms and conditions under which 
the routes shall be operated, if the car- 
riers fail or refuse to agree upon the 
same. 

It also provides that when the owner 
of the property transported renders any 
service in connection with the transport- 
ation or furnishes any instrumen ality 
used, the commission may, on com- 
plaint, determine what is a reasonable 
charge to be paid by the carrier for 
such service or instrumentalities,

FINE FOR SENATOR {CUPID MAKES 118 


WHO DEFIED JUDGE 


Hon. Thomas Patterson Shook 
His Finger at Supreme Court 
Before Stung. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 3#.—Just before 
he was fined $1000 for contempt of court, 
Unitea States Senater Thomas M. Pat- 
terscn, owner of the News-Times, shook 
his finger at the chief justice and de- 
clared in the most positive terms the ar- 
ticles alleged to be contemptuous, were 
true in entirety. The room full of spec- 
tators were astouaded, as proprietors of 
other Denver papers when cited under 
similar circumstances years ago, apolo- 


zed. 

Chief Justice Gabbert then sentenced 
Senator Patterson to pay a fine of $1000 
and to stand committed until paid. Sen- 
ator Patterson's counsel, however, took 
an 2"peal to the United States Supreme 





iuc contempt cases grew out of the 
recent election decision when the Su- 
preme Court decided that county officers 
chosen at last fall’s election were not en- 
titled to their seats, and ordered that 
Hepublican candidates who had received 
the next highest number of votes be 
seated. Senator Patterson printed a car- 
toon showing Chief Justice Gabbert as 
lord high executioner beheading Sheriff 
Hamilton Ammstrong. Editorials in both 
his papers were also alleged to be con- 
temptuous. Commeuats of newspapers on 
the State election and labor disturbances 
are believed to have led up to the court 
taking action in this particular case, In 
the decision, Justice Steele, the only 
Democratic judge on the Supreme Court 
bench, dissented. Senator Patterson's 
counsel included Senator coed M. Tel- 
ler and seven leading Denver lawyers. 

In a similar case a Federal judge fined 
an editor of Charlotte, N. C. He ap- 
pealsed and Justice Pritchard of the Unit- 
ed Stutes Circuit Court held that criti- 
cism after a trial was not contempt.

Besides uniting with all Christians in 
the customary services of the univer- 
sally recognized day of Thanksgiving 
they celebrated the 25% # anniver- 
sary of the settlement of their race in 
the first country to admit the Hebrew 
to equai rights enjoyed by his fellow 
mon. Me 

‘The celébration was the most ambi- 
tious yet attempted by any race outside 
of its native country. ‘In every city, 
Yown and hamlet between New York 
and an Francisco wherever there are 
sons and daughters of the Semitic race 
there were signal celebrations. 

* The most elaborate preparations were 
made for the celebration in New York. 


‘It is under the direction of a committee 


of men well known throughout the 
vountry. But in the other great cities 
of the TU'nited States the ceremonies 
were hardly less impressive. 

The St. Louls celebration was heid 
at the Shaare Emeth Temple, at the 
corner of Lindeil boulevard and Vande- 
vyenter avenue, which is one of the fin- 
est Jewish synagogues in the country. 
The services began at 10:30 a. .m., 
and will continue during the greater 
part of the day. On the program are 
addresses by prominent members of the 
Jewish. Church and by laymen, both 
Jewish and Gentile.

They at first met violent opposition. 
Old Peter Stuyvesant stormed around on 





his wooden leg and swore and threat- 
ened until the condition of the refugees 
became pitiable. 

The persistence of the race, however, 
resulted in better cofditions, and a short 
time afterwards the Dutch West India 
Co. prevailed upon the Governor to 
grant the Jews a sort of qualified char- 
ter of political rights, the principal ob- 
ject of which was to derive a profit 
which would result from the trade with 
the Hebrews still in Brazil and those 
in Holland. 

Although the Jews were still ham- 
pered, both fn their business and their 
worship, by the aly ge existing 
against them, they at last estab- 
lished -a foothold, -and in the troubled 
times of the revolutionary period the 
Jews, left comparatively alone, scattered 
to different cities, the greater majovity 
going to. New York and Philadelphia. 


Settlement at Newport. 


Next to New York, the earliest Jewish 
settiement in the Unitd Stats was at 
Nwport, R. I., where emigrants from 
New Amsterdam settled in 1655, and 
about a century later there was a strong 
influx from Spain, Portugal and the

Heavy Recent Immigration. 


The persecution of the Jews in Ger- 
many, between 1830 and 1840, drove large 
numbers of them to the United States, 
but most of them remained in the East- 


ern cities. Gradually they drifted to the 
Ohio Valiey and from there to Chicago. 

The heaviest immigration, however, 
has been from 1880 to the. present time, 
during which the anti-Semitic persecu~- 
tions in Russia and. Roumania saw an 
increase of about a million Jews in the 
population of the United States. 

With the Jewish population about 2 
per cent of the total in the United 
States, It is a question whether any 
single element in the population has ac- 
complished as. much toward the devel- 
opment of the wealth and power of the 
States as this one during the 20 years 
since the Hebrews first settled in the 
land.

The filing of the injunction suit against the St. 
Louis Terminal Railways Association by Federal 





District Attorney Dyer, at the instance of the Attor- 


General, and under the instruction of the Presi- 
dent, is a tremendous stride toward the solution of 
the bridge and terminal problem. The suit 
goes beyond the abolition of the bridge ar- 
bitrary and strikes at the existence of the 


. monopoly by virtue of which the bridge tolls 


have been imposed upon St. Louis commerce. It 
strikes at the monopoly as a combination devised 
for the purpose of controlling all the railway exits 
and entrances to St. Louis and thus acquiring the 
power to impose monopoly charges on the commerce 
using these exits and entrances.

I would suggest an electric gong on rear of or un- 
der rear vestibule, to be controlled by motorman by 
means of a push button conveniently placed.

FOUR GREAT FOOTBALL GAMES WILL 
TAKE PLACE IN ST LOUIS THANKSGIVING 


St. Louis High School and Smith Academy Will Settle Their Annual Rugby Debate in the Morning—St. Louis University 
Will Struggle for Supremacy With Iowa, Washington Will Meet Knox and Chris- 
tian Brothers St. Charles During the Afternoon. 


Following the action taken by Colum- 
bia University in stopping rugby foot- 
ball at the biggest institution of learn- 
ing in the United States, the Phliaiethic 
Debating Club of the St. Louls Univer- 
sity arranged an impromptu’ debate 
Wednesday night and announced that 
it would be open to any member of the 
student body or of the alumni. As a 
result College Hall was crowded with 
students, members of the football squad 
and several graduates of the university. 
After one of the hottest, and bitterest 
debates ever held in the university it 
was reSolved that football, as played to- 
day, should be abolished at American 
educational institutions. 

As the resolutionrefiects the opinion of 
the major portion of the student body 
it is expected that the faculty of the 
university will take action upon the 
matter. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
several of the students expressed them- 
selves as confidont that the game would 
be either 2bolished at the univercity or 
that it would be moderated until it 
could once more be called a sane and 
sufe sport. 

L. Curtis Tiernan, a member of tie 
football squad, was the chief defender 
of the great.
